Minutes ..f previous regular and special 
meeting were read and adopted. At the 
special meeting SI ,000 was voted for 
cleaning the streets and preparing them 
for the reception of the ( lovernor-Oeneral 
and Princess Louise. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

From the department of marine and 
fisheries, respecting the tidal wall at Fill- 
layson's bridge, and stating that there 
was no objection to the building of the 
wall, but the department disputed the 
question as to the ownership of the land 
so reclaimed, stating that it was under 
the control of the Dominion government. 
Also, one from the agent of marine and 
fisheries here, prohibiting any further 
work on the wall or any further deposi- 
sition of earth in that locality for the 
present, 

Conn. Wilson wished to get the opinion 
of the city barrister on this point. He 
thought crown lands in this province 
were on a different footing to those in 
other provinces. Bight of way hail been 
transferred to the Council long beforo 
confederation, and therefore tho Do- 
minion government, lie considered, had 
nothing to do with the matter. He would 
move to that effect. Seconded and car- 
ried. 

Prom W. K. Bull, with reference to 
collecting tax from commercial travellers, 
and asking for twenty per cent, com- 
mission on such collections, as great diffi- 
culty was experienced in obtaining the 
money. Mr. Bull to be informed that 
tho Council considers that 10 per cent, is 
sufficient commission on those collections. 

Prom J. It. Linton, asking for a refund 
of 82f> paid in 1878 for an infraction of 
the lire by-law. Piled. 

Prom Sttpt. O'Connor, stating that he 
had examined verandahs on the line of 
route, and that about thirty were unsafe 
on Johnson, (ioverumenl and Port streets 

t'oun. Wilson suggested that additional 
props should be put up by the general 
committee for that occasion. 

Conn. Shears tin. tight that an adver- 
tisement in the papers notifying parties 
that till verandahs should be strengthened 
would right the difficulty. 

Conn. Warren moved that where veran- 
dahs are unsafe, parties should not be al- 
lowed tu use them, unless sufficiently 
st rengthencd. Carried. 

THISTLE BY-LAW. 

The [in lice magistrate submitted some 
suggestions for the consideration of the 
Council with reference to the by-law in 
question, accompanied by copies of evi- 
dence taken in recent cases brought be- 
fore him. 

Conn. Shears could see but little use 
in making people cut thistles in town, 
and lining them $10 for infractions of 
the law, while just outside on Nias Point 
and other places the government allowed 
an immense crop of them to ripen their 
seed, and wouldn't pay any attention to 
the request of the Council to have them 
destroyed. 

Conn. Wilson thought the by-law 
should be amended, for it was nonsense 
lining people in the city when thistles 
were growing without let or hindrance 
just outside the city limits. 

His Worship considered that the by- 
law should be fully carried out, or till 
lines and forfeitures under it should be 
refunded, 

Conn. Kinsman wanted to know why 
parties had not been lined in former years 
for allowing thistles to seed. 

His Worship explained that in former 
years special arrangements had been 
made with large lot holders for cutting 
thistles; but many escaped without pay- 
ing anything, and the present Council 
had decided to carry out the by-iaw. 

! Conn. Baker considered that tho Coun- 
cil did not sit to oppress the ratepayers, 

i and in his opinion all operations under the 
by-law should be suspended till the unit- 

! ter had been carefully considered. Pro- 

' ceodings under the by-law were frivolous 
and vexatious. He would move that all 

| action tinder ii ; .c suspended for the pres- 

I cut and tines remitted. 

Coun. Shears coincided with the re- 
marks of Colin. Baker and seconded his 
motion. 

Conn. Kinsman inquired how much 
money had been received for tines. 

His Worship replied about S70. 

Coitti. Kinsman would go in for refund- 
ing the whole amount and beginning 
afresh next year. 

Coun. Wriglesworth stated that one of 
the two thistles for which a line of £10 i 
hail been imposed contained between I 
25,000 and .'!!), 000 seeds. 

Coun. Boyd thought the government 
should set an example and get thistles 
destroyed outside the city limits. The 
government should do their duty and the 
Council would back their efforts. 

His Worship considered that the by- 
law was very imperfect and should be 
amended. 

Coun. Baker's motion was carried

A Singular Attempt at Suicldo. 

No little excitement was createtl in 
town yesterday morning by tho report 
that Capt. Lambie, of the British barque 
Albany, now taking ill salmon at Welch, 
Kithet Jb Co. 'a wharf, had attempted to 
commit suicide on Tuesday night while 
laboring undent tit of temporary insanity. 
It appears that the unfortunate man was 
almost if not ipiite alune on board his 
vessel during the evening, otKcera and 
crew being nearly all ashore, and that be- 
tween 9 and 10 o'clock he loaded a small, 
rusty and ill-kept revolver, and deliber- 
ately discharged two nf the chambers into 
his head, one ball taking effect in the side 
of his head, while the other lodged in his 
temple. Before or after this he seems to 
have made an attempt to cut liis throat 
with a blunt sword. Only a slight in- 
cision, however, was made in this way. 
The strangest part of the whole affair is 
that subsequent tw the shooting, and 
while his head was bleeding considerably, 
ho left Ihe ship about 10 o'clock, and 
falling in with the captains of tha barques 
tiirvan and Queen of the Bay, visited a 
saloon and afterwards took supper with 
them at Sleit/'s restaurant. He made no 
secret of the affair, but the other captains 
Could not be made to credit the wild as- 
sertion. A.s hut little blood flowed thuy 
thought he had struck his head against 
the couipauionway or had otherwise re- 
ceived scratches that he was unwilling to 
account for. Upon the advice of Capt. 
Stovons, of the tiirvan, ho went on board 
his own vessel, and when in his cabin 
called his tirst officer up and said to hint, 
" I have had two pops at myself, but tho 
pistol wouldn't kill me." The mate do- 
sired to go for medical aid, but Capt. 
Lambie strenuously resisted this, saying 
thai he was not much hurt. He got a 
piece of court piaster put over one wound 
and with his own hands applied a little 
ointment to the other on the side of the 
head. He and the lirst oitieer likewise 
then retired to bed. At daylight yester- 
day morning the mate arose and going 
for Capt. Stevens, boih wont on board 
the Albany, where they found Capt. 
Lambie standing on his own quarter deck 
bin looking dreadfully ill. Mr. Lockhart, 
the whai linger, gave assistance in helping 
the wounded man down into the cabin, 
and then lbs Matthews and Milne wore 
sent for. By this time the captain was 
insensible, and was removed to the Royal 
hospital. He seems to have resisted 
all attempts at examining the wounds, 
and had finally to he put under the ill- 
lltu-nee of chloroform before the balls 
eiiitld be extracted. The skull was found 
to be fractured by both shots; one ball 
being considerably llaltenod. The medi- 
cal men hud but little hopes of the unfor- 
tunate man's recovery last evening.
